1. SADDEK DJAMALI, FROM PRESIDENTIAL SECURITY, 

CALLED ON EMBOFF EVENING MARCH 27 TO STATE THAT 
ALGERIAN ADVANCE TEAM FOR VISIT OF PRESIDENT 
BOUMEDIENE TO NEW YORK WOULD CONSIST OF HIMSELF, 

FROM SECURITY SIDE, AND MOULOUD HAMROUCHE, FROM 
PRESIDENTIAL PROTOCOL OFFICE. TWO PLAN ARRIVE 
NEW YORK BETWEEN APRIL 1 AND 3, BUT NO LATER THAN 
THIRD. DJAMALI SPEAKS ONLY FRENCH AND ARABIC, BUT 
HAMROUCHE REPORTEDLY SPEAKS ENGLISH. 

2. DJAMALI WANTS DO COMPLETE SECURITY SURVEY PRIOR 
BOUMEDIENE ARRIVAL- AIRPORT, HOTEL, ROADS, 

ETC, HAS NO PRIOR KNOWLEDGE OF NEW YORK OR UNITED 
STATES. SAYS THAT SECURITY GROUP ACCOMPANYING 
BOUMEDIENE, ON HIS CHARTERED BOEING 707, WILL 
CONSIST OF SOME 20 MEN. 

3. DJAMALI WAS IN CHARGE OF SECURITY PROTECTION 
FOR DR. KISSINGER DURING LATTER'S DECEMBER VISIT 
TO ALGIERS. IN THIS ROLE, HE MADE ACQUAINTANCE OF 
ADVANCE SECRET SERVICE TEAM IN ALGIERS FOR THIS 
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4. PLEASE ADVISE VIA IMMEDIATE TELEGRAM WHAT STEPS 
MUST BE TAKEN TO PUT DJAMALI INCONTACT WITH USSS 
IN NEW YORK. HE WISHES TO HAVE SUCH CONTACT 
IMMEDIATELY UPON ARRIVAL. 
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
